The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



While Dussa et al ("Dynamic Partitioning in a Transputer Environment*' April 1990, 
ACM SIGMETRICS Performance Evaluation Review, Proceedings of the 1990 ACM 
SIGMETRICS conference on Measurement and modeling) discusses dynamic partitioning when 
extra processors became available to a running program or when processors are suddenly being 
taken away. The paper further discusses using analytical model to predict performance outside 
the experimental data range in order to generalized the observed results. Dussa et al does not 
teach determining that the configuration is to be adjusted using a predefined equation set forth in 
the claims of the present application. 

And Ellsworth (U.S. Patent No. 6,195,750) teaches a system for dynamic CPU 
reconfiguration in a system employing logical processors including a service processor having a 
feature file for identifying a current onUne number corresponding to a current number of online 
CPUs, a current offline number corresponding to changes to be made in the current online 
number and the current offline number. The system also includes a reconfiguration control unit 
for reconfiguring the CPUs in the multiprocessor system without being shutdown. Ellsworth 
does not teach determining that the configuration is to be adjusted using a predefined equation 
set forth in the claims of the present application. 

Neither of these references taken either alone or in combination discloses a method and 
device for managing logical processors of a computing environment having all the claimed 
features of applicant's instant invention, specifically including: determining that the 
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configuration is to be adjusted, said determining comprising using a predefined equation in 
marking the determination set forth in the claims of the present application ; and other Umitations 
related to these features in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed 
invention. Also, there is no motivation to combine the Dussa et al. reference with the Ellsworth 
reference to meet these limitations. It is for these reasons that applicant's invention defines over 
the prior art of record.
